REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Burlington : 


‘In accordance with the Public Statutes of the Common- 
wealth, the School Committee respectfully submit their 
annual report. 

At a town meeting held March 18, in accordance with 
Article 3, E. D. Bennett was elected as a member of the 
School Committee for three years; the School Board then 
being composed of Foster M. Chute as chairman, Edw. D. 
Bennett, secretary, and James Pattison. Also voted under 
Article 8 to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,300 together 
with the unexpended balance of last year, and money received 
from County for Dog Licenses, for the support of schools. 
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Voted to raise the sum of $700 and the unexpended balance 
of last year for the transportation of scholars. ‘There has — 
been one change in the committee during the year. On 
April 1, F. M. Chute sent in his resignation which was 
accepted. 

At a joint meeting of Selectmen and School Committee held 
April 9, atthe Town Hall, Harry H. Nichols was elected to 
fill the vacancy until the annual meeting. 

Owing to Miss Grace B. Keir’s illness of scarlet fever, the 
school was closed for two weeks. The schoolhouse was 
thoroughly disinfected before school commenced. 

On Dec. 9, Fred Lovejoy was taken sick with scarlet fever, 
causing the absence of himself, the Becker children and 
Sellwyn Graham, until after the Christmas vacation. 

Mrs. Ballard was chosen to fill vacancy caused by Miss 
Keir’s resigning. 

- Foster M. Chute taught school 9 days owing to the illness 
of Adelia J, Webber. 

Miss Lillian Friend taught school one week owing to ill- 
ness of Mrs. Ballard. 

Owing to several changes during the year the school has 
been somewhat broken up. 

All the needed repairs referred to in last year’s report have 
been done. The dampness of the basement owing to poor 
condition of dry weils has been overcome by piping the water 
away from the school house. ‘ There has been a new fence 
erected on the south east side of the school house. The 
grading around the foundation of the building has been 
changed and also the grading of driveway from the road to 
the steps which makes it more convenient.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


Zo the School Committee - 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of schools. 

Last year the problem which seemed to be most urgent was 
to bring our schools up to grade, so that we should actually be 
doing the work_required by our course of study. The classes 
were from one to two years behind the actual requirements of 
the course, and it seemed necessary to make a special effort 
to improve the quality and increase the amount of our work. 
Efficient teachers were secured; but we recognized at the 
outset that it was not to the teacher but to the pupil that we 
must look for our results. No way has yet been discovered 
of securing large results in school work without earnest effort 
on the part of the pupils. Liberal appropriations, good 
teaching, intelligent direction, are all helpful and all desira- 
ble ; but without hard, faithful work on the part of the indi- 
vidual pupil, no results of permanent value can be obtained. 
It is by work, and only by work, that the power to accom- 
plish grows. It is by the doing of things that the under- 
standing of things is best developed. With this thought in 
mind, our chief aim for the past year and a half has been to 
teach the pupils how to study; how to fix their minds upon 
their school tasks to the exclnsion of everything else, while 
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they were in the school room; to give their best energies to 
the work before them, and to strive to do well whatever they 
were called upon todo. The results obtained thus far have 
been such as to give us encouragement. The pupils have 
gained not only in knowledge, but in ability to know; not 
only in the actual doing of things, but in the ability to do. 
They think better, work better, and express themselves better 
than they did a year ago. Ourclasses have gained in stand- 
ing, and we are now substantially meeting the requirements 
of our course of study That we are not quite meeting them 
to our satisfaction is due, I believe, rather to the grading of 
our schools than to any lack of ability on the part of our pu- 
pils to do the work required. 

The necessity of providing for nine grades in two school 
rooms makes it impossible to give to each separate class a 
sufficient amount of teaching time ; many recitations must be 
hurried over, which ought to be dwelt upon, talked about 
and explained. The teacher has not sufficient time to present 
all subjects adequately to her classes, nor have the pupils 
sufficient time to formulate their thoughts, so that they can 
do themselves justice in their recitations. If another school 
could be established, giving to each room three classes, the 
condition would be greatly improved. 

I have not urged this matter and do not now urge it, for I 
know that the number of pupils is small, and that to open 
another school would increase the cost per pupil consider- 
ably ; but we could arrange our work far better with three 
schools.than with two, and as the number of pupils seems to 
be increasing, (the enrollment for the past term was greater 
than of the whole of the previous year) I would ask that the 
matter be kept in mind, and ifthe increase continues, we may 
speedily have the benefit of another school room. 

While the work, in general, of the schools has been well 
done during the past year, there are two subjects in our 
course which have not received adequate treatment at our 
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hands. Music and drawing are among the most important, 
and, educationally, valuable subjects that we teach, and no- 
where is their value more felt.than in small communities. 
They train not only the voice and hand, but cultivate good 
taste as well; and what adds more to the attractiveness of a 
village than the tasteful adornment of itshomes? What adds 
inore to the enjoyment of its social and religious gatherings 
' than the trained voices of its young people? Moreover the 
skilled hand and correct taste of the artisan give an increased 
money value to every article that he makes with his hands. 
They are not merely ornamental subjects, but useful in the 
highest degree, and it is a matter of regret to me that we have 
not been able to provide for. suitable instruction in these 
branches. The experience of many places has proved that 
good work in music and drawing can not be secured without 
the services of special teachers. Most of the towns around 
us have already provided for such special instruction, and I 
feel that it ought not to be longer neglected here. We have 
done what we could with the subjects, but our work has 
necessarily been somewhat desultory and has not been so 
helpful and inspiring as it would have been if directed by 
competent specialists. 


Now that Burlington can be easily reached from other 
towns, it should not be either difficult or expensive to pro- 
vide suitable instruction in musicand drawing. One hundred 
and fifty dollars would probably cover the cost of all the 
special instruction that we would need, and I feel sure that 
it would be a satisfactory investment for the town and one 
that would yield large returns. 


Two changes in teachers have occurred during the year. 
Earlv last spring Miss Keir resigned to accept a position in 
one of the cities of Rhode Island. Her place was filled by 
the election of Miss Ballard who still has charge of the pri- 
mary room. Feb. 1, Miss Webber resigned to accept a posi- 
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tion in Woburn, and Miss Stetson was selected as her suc- 
CeSsoran 

The teachers who have served the town during the past 
year, have without exeption done faithful work, and as a re- 
sult good progress has been made and the schools are in good 
condition today.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee: 

Gentlemen:—Herewith is presented my third annual re- 
port as Superintendent of schools. 

Our work has proceeded along the same lines as during 
the preceding year. We have endeavored to form and en- 
courage industrious habits on the part of the pupils, believing 
that only by regular attendance and industry can they hope 
to accomplish the work that the course of study requires. That 
they are accomplishing the work creditably is indicated by 
the fact that all who have done the work of our schools at all 
to our. satisfaction, have passed without difficulty the exami- 
nations for admission to the Woburn High School. 

We do not recognize this fact as an adequate test of the 
quality of our work; for our principal object is not to fit pupils 
for any high school, but to fit them for life; to give them a 
good elementary education. Still, we should feel that there 
was something faulty in our work if the pupils, after com- 
pleting the nine years’ work of our schools were unable to 
gain admittance to any good high school that they might wish 
to attend; and we cannot but be gratified that their work has 
seemed to give them all needed preparation, thus far. 

Early in the past year the teachers found considerable diff- 
culty in giving to each class the amount of teaching time that. 
was needed. As there were four classes in each room, the 
recitation periods were necessarily short, and the pupils did 
not receive so much individual help from the teacher as was 
perhaps needed. 

In the last report it was suggested that it would be a great 
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advantage to open another school if it was felt that the num- - 
bers would warrant it. In the spring term there were forty- 
one pupils in the primary room and it seemed necessary to 
employ another teacher for a part of the time at least, in order 
to do satisfactory work. 


Miss McIntire was engaged to teach the intermediate 
grades, and the arrangement proved of so much help to both 
of the other schools that it was continued for the rest of the 
year. Though the number of pupils had diminished some- 
what when the fall term opened, yet we were reluctant to go 
back to the two-room plan, because with the three rooms and 
the closer grading which it permits, we felt that we could do 
so much better work for the pupils that the additional ex- 
pense would be warranted; so we have continued with the 
three rooms up to the present time; placing in the primary 
room the first and second grades; in the intermediate room 
the third and fourth grades, and in the grammar room the 
sixth, aeventh and ninth grades. At present, we have no 
fifth and eighth grades. 


Since the third room was opened the schools have been 
doing excellent work; work that will compare favorably with 
that of other communities around us. 


We are fortunate in our teachers, who are not only well 
qualified to instruct their respective classes, but are diligent 
and conscientious workers as well and interested in everything 
that pertains to the good of their pupils and of the community. 

A short time ago Mr. Ernest Cobb was engaged as special 
instructor in music for the schools. Although we have taught 
music more or less in the schools for some time, the results 
have not been especially satisfactory. The subject seems to 
be one which thrives only under the direction of a skilled mu- 
sician who has the ability to teach. It is, of course, too early 
to speak of results; yet, judging from the attitude of both 
teacher and pupils, I think we may reasonably expect good 
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_work along this line. It is not our purpose to teach it to the 
exclusion of any other subject, nor will it occupy more than 
its own due share of time; but music and drawing are gener- 
ally recognized as essential parts of our system of public edu- 
cation. Each has an educational value of its own that is not. 
inferior to that possessed by any other subject -that we teach. 

With satisfactory instruction in music provided for, it 
only remains to provide special instruction in drawing, in 
order to give to our pupils all the advantages which they 
would ordinarily obtain in the city schools; and with our 
smaller numbers we should be able to do as much, or more, 
for them than the city schools can do for its pupils. 

There is no good reason why a country school should be 
less efficient than a city school. If it is so, it is generally due 
to lack of interest on the part of the public, or to the policy 
of employing and retaining teachers on personal rather than 
professional grounds. Nothing can justify a teacher’s pres- 
ence in a school room except her ability to do good work 
there, and a public which is indifferent to its schools has no 
right to complain of their quality. 

In this little community I believe that we have efficient 
teachers and a good degree of interest in the schools on the 
part of the public. To these conditions I attribute the good 
work that the schools are now doing, and while these condi- 
tions endure, I have no fear that our schools will fall below 
the standard of excellence maintained by our neighboring 
communities.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Committee : 


I herewith submit my Fourth Annual Report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

‘The year that closed last June may be considered a 
good school year. Nothing occurred to interrupt the 
orderly prosecution of the work of the schools. The at- 
tendance was reasonably good; harmony prevailed be- 
tween teachers, pupils-and parents; and we were able to 
carry on our work under more favorable conditions 2a 
had heretofore prevailed. 

For some time past we had experienced difficulty in find- 
ing time for the suitable instruction of all our classes in 
the two rooms that we maintained. The time allotment 
for each class was necessarily very brief, and it was at 
last decided to open another school. The number of pupils 
did not require the additional school, but the number of 
classes did. | 

- The change made it possible for us to reduce ey num- 
ber of classes in a room, and so to secure time for the 
necessary drill and instruction. The result was more sat- 
isfactory work in all the grades.. 

The three schools were maintained up to the close of 
the year ending in June, 1903. In planning for the cur- 
rent year the question was considered whether or not we 
could dispense with the third school and return to the 
two-room basis. The reasons for maintaining the school 
were, of course, the same that existed at the time when 
it was opened. It would give us more time for drill 
and instruction and better work could be done. 
The reasons for closing it were the saving of expense, the 
fact that the number cf pupils had decreased and the 
further fact that there were no pupils in the sixth and 
ninth grades and would probably be none in the first. 

It was finally determined to maintain only two schools 
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for the current vear. In the grammar room we have the 
fifth, seventh and eighth grades and in the primary room 
we began the year with the second, third and fourth 
grades, but have since been obliged to provide for a first 
grade, so that now we have three grades in the upper 
room and four in the lover. That this arrangement is as 
good as one that requires only two grades in a room can- 
not be claimed: still, with our present numbers, under 
these conditions our schools ought to maintain a reason- 
able efficiency, and I believe that they have thus far done 
SO. 

With all our grades full, we should have four grades in 
one room and five in the other, and I doubt if we could 
do the best of work under these conditions. Next year 
we shall have eight grades to provide for. ‘That will mean 
four grades in a room, and the question will again arise— 
can we do the prescribed work with that number of classes 
In a room? 


Without attempting to answer that question now, it is 
enough to say that up to the present time we have done 
the work that we have been required to do, and have 
done it reasonably well; we have given our pupils what 
the state law requires of the public schools; and if we 
have had pupils to prepare for the Iigh-+ School, we have 
prepared them well. If we continue to do so, by main- 
taining but two school rooms in the interest of economy, 
we doubtless ought to do it; but if it appears that we 
cannot, the matter of expense should not stand in the way 
of opening the third school room. 


There has been one change in teachers during the year. 
Miss Stetson’s resignation was reluctantly accepted at the 
close of the school year. The school had prospered under 
her administration and we would gladly have had her 
continue in charge. Miss Preston was chosen as her suc- 
cessor, and there is every indication that we have again 
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been fortunate in our choice, It is unfortunate that when 
we secure a good teacher we cannot retain her services 
for several years; but, failing in that, we have some tea- 
son to be gratified that we have been uniformly successful 
in securing good teachers, even though for brief periods. 

The work in vocal music has been for the past year. in 
charge of a special teacher—Mr. Cobb—and the children 
have made excellent progress under his instruction. Music 
and drawing seem to require the instruction of a special 
teacher and the results obtained under such instruction 
are much more valuable than those which we can secure 
in the regular course of school work. If the work in 
drawing could be placed in charge of a special teacher, 
also, who would give a lesson in the schools once a fort- 
night and direct the work of the regular teachers, I should 
feel that we had suitably provided for instruction in all 
the subjects which the state requires us to teach. 

As our High School pupils all attend the Woburn 
High School, it seems necessary that in the main we 
should follow the Woburn course of study; still, as the 
conditions in our small schools are somewhat different 
from those of the city schools, it is not desirable that 
we should follow too literaily auy course of study. We 
may properly allow ourselves considerable liberty, partic- 
ularly in the lower grades where opinions widely differ 
as to what children should learn and when they should 
learn it, being satisfied if we meet the technical require- 
ments of the course in the upper grades. 

In my opinion the schools of Burlington are now in 
good condition, are doing good work and are affording the 
children of the town as good educational advantages as 
are provided by our surrounding towns.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee: 

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintend- 
ent of schools. 

The school year that closed in June, last, was in no sense 
an unusual year. For the most part average conditions pre- 
vailed, and average work was accomplished. 

On account of the severity of the winter, our year was more 
broken than usual. There were many days when it was 
difficult for children to get to school, and our attendance 
suffered somewhat in consequence ; still, as our experience 
was similar to that of other country towns around us, and as 
our percent of attendance did not fall below ninety, we have 
no reason to be particularly dissatisfied. 

Owing to the fact that the beginners’ class wasa very small 
one and that there were no pupils in two of the higher 
grades, it was thought best to maintain but two schools dur- 
ing the past year. Wecould easily accommodate all of the 
pupils in two school rooms; but we found the number of 
classes, especially in the primary room, rather large for the 
best results in teaching. There is no way in which a teacher 
can instruct four classes in a given time as well as she can 
two or three ; and to the extent to which the classes were in- 
creased, to that extent it is probable that the school work de- 
teriorated. 

When the current year opened, the beginners’ class was 
quite large, and as no class uad graduated in June, there was 
one more class to be provided for. Notwithstanding the fact 
that our numbers had not materially increased, it seemed ad- 
visable to maintain three schools for the year. We are 
sensible of the obligation to prepare our pupils acceptably for 
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their high school work at Woburn, and to give to all our pupils, 
whether they enter the high school or not, a good common 
school education which shall fully meet the requirements of 
the state law, and be equal in quality to the standard set by 
neighboring towns. We believed that we should best meet 
this obligation, and best serve the interests of the pupils and 
of the town by so arranging our work that each teacher 
should have sufficient time to teach her pupils, and give them 
what individual help they might need. With two rooms, 
this could not be done ; with three, it could ; and the benefit 
to the pupils, in my estimation, warrants the additional 
expense. | 

With three schools we can do all the work that is required 
for admission to a good high school, in nine years, and do it 
well. With two schools, we can not do so good work, though 
we could probably meet the requirements with our best 
pupils. | 

In the future, whether the two-room plan or the three- 
room plan becomes the permanent arrangement here, we 
shall endeavor to secure the best results possible for the 
money which the town expends. 

Since the street railway was closed, we have been obliged 
to discontinue instruction in mnsic under a special teacher. 
Not that we have lost faith in the value of such instruction, 
for I would be glad if we could see our way to follow the lead 
of our neighbors and place both music and drawing under 
the direction of competent special teachers, but the expense 
seems to stand in the way. A teacher who comes to give a 
lesson in the schools must receive a fair compensation for 
teaching, in addition to travelling expenses ; and the cost of 
travel seems for the present to make the price prohibitive. 
When means of communication with the outside world are 
established once more, I hope that the subject may be taken 
up again. 

The work of the schools during the current year has been 
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excellent; indeed it would be difficult to find better work 
than that done by some of the classes. 

The work of both teachers and pupils has been faithful and 
conscientious and that kind of work usually produces satis- 
factory results.

MOTH DEPARTMENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—As local Moth Superintendent I hereby sub- 
mit a brief report of the condition of the Town with regard to 
the Gypsy and Brown-tail Moth, fogetisn with the amount of 
work that has been done. 

As you well know, I knew nothing about the amount of 
work to be done, but with the assistance of agents sent from 
the State Superintendent’s Office, the work has been done in 
such a manner as to meet the approval and satisfaction of the 
State Superintendent. 

The south ard east parts of the Town were very badly in- 
fested with Gypsy Moths and about 40 acres of wood land 
has been thinned and under brush cut out and burned. About 
seven miles of roads have been cleared on both sides from all 
brush, leaves and rubbish and burned. Nearly all the south 
part of the Town has deen scouted and the neststreated with 
creosote. 

Wood Hill has been partly scouted but is not very bad,only 
about 6 or 8 small colonies found and were treated. 

The woods along the west side of the State Road is very 
badly infested, only the ground nests (by ground nests I mean 
nests as high as a man can reach) have been treated. 

The wood land all through from Winn Street to the State 
Road by another year will be badly infested, as scattering 
nests are all through them. 

There is quite a large colony in the west part of the Town, 
also a nbmber of small ones. 

The State scouts have reported nests in the North part of 
the Town, but as yet I have not been there. 
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‘There are estimated about 2,000 nests in the woods on 
both sides of the new road. | 

The Brown-tail Moths are all over the Town and I find 
that the property owners are taking hold and cutting the 
webs from their trees with a determined will. Some owners 
have already taken hold of the Gypsy Moths and I should 
like to have others follow. I willsupply creosote and help 


~ them all I can.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Commtttee -: 


Herewith is submitted my sixth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

The year has presented no marked features that call for 
extended comment. About the same number of pupils have 
been in attendance as during the previous year.’ The 
daily attendance has been better than usual, our per cent. 
being .9387, a gain of over three per cent. over the record of 
last year. 

Good attendance and good work usually go hand in hand; 
and the good attendance of the past year has been accom- 
panied by its appropriate good workinschool. Having three 
schools, we were able to so arrange our work that there was 
reasonable time for all the classes, and the result has been 
satisfactory work throughout the grades. 

We have not changed the character of our work except to 
meet slight changes in the requirements of the Woburn High 
School. It seems desirable, as long as our pupils attend that 
school, that we keep the work of our higher grades substan- 
tially the same as the work of the corresponding grades of 
the Woburn schools. In our lower grades, however, I doubt 
the wisdom of following any course of study arranged for city 
children too closely. 

There is quite a difference in the life experiences of city 
children and country children and a corresponding difference: 
in their manner and rate of development. It has seemed to 
me that im general, the country child developes more slowly 
in his earlier school years, but later this difference disappears, 
and in the end he makes a better student than the city child. 
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If this be true, the obvious lesson for us in preparing his 
school work, is not to attempt to make him keep step with 
the city child at every stage of his progress, but to recognize 
the slower rate of his early development and fit our tasks to 
his ability. 

It has been our purpose to provide as good educational ad- 
vantages for the children of this town as the children of 
neighboring towns enjoy. Our schools are small, but we 
have been in the main successful in securing good teachers— 
teachers who are not only qualified to instruct their pupils, 
but who have the real interests of the children at heart, and 
who have worked faithfully in their behalf. 

It is popularly supposed that city children enjoy many 
educational advantages that are not open to the children of 
small communities; but it is doubtful if the difference in their 
opportunities is as great‘as has generally been supposed. 

The city has its largeand costly school buildings, its elaborate 
system of school management, the inspiration of competition 
in the large classes, its carefully and minutely outlined course 
which keeps all pupils advancing at a uniform rate, its spec- 
ial teachers and its special subjects. In the country we have 
less costly equipment, less system and far greater freedom in 
matters of instruction. Wecan allow our pupils to progress 
and develop more in accordance with their own natures and 
less by fixed rules. Ourschools are small enough so that 
each teacher can know intimately every one of her pupils; 
and this intimate knowledge is of great value to the teacher 
in her work and of equally great advantage to the pupil. 
There are fewer special subjects and special teachers in the 
country schools; but fewer are needed. The subjects of 
sewing, cooking and manual training which seem so necessary 
in the city can very well be taken care of in the country at 
home if the parents will take care to assign some useful! labor 
for their children to do. Most country places now have their 
special teachers of music and drawing, and, with grade teach- 
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ers, I believe that the the country child gets about as good a 
common school education as his city cousin. Certainly the 
graduates of our grammar school when they enter higher 
schools are not at a disadvantage when compared with the 
graduates of city grammar schools. 

For some years past we have wished to have the subjects 
of music and drawing taught in our schools by special teach- 
ers, but until recently the question of expense has seemed to 
stand in the way. Recently, however, the committee have 
succeeded in making arrangements to provide for the desired 
instruction. The work has already begun and we look for 
better results in these subjects than we have been able to se- 
cure in the past. 7 | 

At the close of the year, I am glad to be able to report that 
the schools are in good condition and are doing satisfactory 
work.

BE IT REMEMBERED that I, Marshall Simonds, of Wo- 
burn, Massachusetts, being of sound and disposing mind, but 
knowing the uncertainty of life, do make and declare this to 
be my last will and testament, | 


1. I direct my executor to pay all my just debts and 
funeral expenses. I wish him to have the remains of my 
wife removed from Woodlawn Cemetery, Melrose, and bur- 
ied in my lot No. 123 inthe Burlington Cemetery. Iauthor- 
ize and direct said executor to sell my lot in the Woodlawn 
Cemetery and give him full power in relation thereto. 

I direct my executor to pay my housekeeper, Helen M. 
Fogg, the sum of twenty-five dollars, semi-annually, during 
the term of her natural life. 


2. To each one of the persons who would be entitled to a 
distributive share of my estate were I to die intestate, I give 
and bequeath the sum of ten dollars, and no more, except as 
hereinafter provided.

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of Massachusetts, and to be known as Simonds’ Park; pro- 
vided, however, that within one year from the probate of my 
will, the Town shall accept the provisions of said Chapter 28;

To hold, manage and invest the same and to pay over the 
net income thereof, or such portions of itas they may think 
best, annually, to the Town of Burlington, to be expended

Fellow Citizens :— 

We herewith submit for your consideration our annual report to- 
gether with the reports of the different officers of the Town of 
Burlington for the year. 

The set of Seals which the town voted to purchase some time ago 
have at last been obtained. ‘ 

After the Railroad had been built and the contractor had gone, 
we thought that they had not left the street, driveways, walks and 
fences in as good condition as they ought to have. We called their 
attention to the fact, with the result that an agreement was made 
with the Selectmen and the engineer of the Company that they 
would reimburse the town, to the amount of $500.00 and the town do 
the repairing. We instructed the Highway Surveyor of the fact and 
asked him to take his help and do the work. The cost of the work 
done by him amounted to $539.10, which amount the Boston & North- 
ern Street Railroad reimbursed in full. 

The Selectmen last year made a deal with Joshua M. Sears for the 
railroad company, in exchange of the location, that the company 
would build a street from the centre of the town to the Great Road, 
if the town would purchase the land, also build a waiting station 
at the foot of Meeting House Lane and Walker Hill. The Selectmen 


after careful observation, determined that the people wonld be _ better 
accommodated by changing the waiting station from the foot of 
Walker Hill to the new street, as that had been built. 

The suit brought against the town by Walter A. Hanson has been 
disposed in favor of the town. 

In September this Board was notified through an attorney that 
the Morris Ireland Safe Co. demanded the payment in full for the 
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safe that the. town has used since June 6, 1902. An agreement 
was made at-that time that if the town should want to buy é safe 
the rent paid should go as payment on it. As the town had paid 
half the price in rent we thought that the town had better pay for 
the other half. We took the case to J. W. Johnson, Esq., and he 
stated that the statutes required a town to have a suitable place to 
keep its records and that the Selectmen would have to get another 
safe if the company took this one. The Morris Ireland Co. de- 
manded interest on their money after we told them that we 
decided to pay the balance. Your selectmen then gave the case 
to Mr. Johnson and in January, 1907, a settlement was reached by 
the town paying the balance and about $71.00 interest. 

In April Eunice G. Blodgett applied to the town for aid. As 
she was the widow of a soldier she could not be made a pauper, 
so the selectmen tried to find some place for her to board other than 
an almshouse, but without success. However, she was willing 
to go to the almshouse in Woburn and the town pay her board. 
On investigation it was found that she belonged to the town of 
Middleton. The selectmen of that town were immediately notified 
and in July they acknowledged the fact. 

You will see by the Town Farm report that Peter Holman was 
refunded the price he paid at the auction for one hog that he 
bought. That hog was condemned and killed by the state.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee :— 

I herewith submit my seventh annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 

There is nothing of special interest to record in the past year’s 
history of the schools. In the matter of attendance it has been 
the best year tnat we have had for a long time. Our total member- 
ship was 65, or five greater than that of the previous year, while in our 
average membership there is a gain of twelve, showing an increase 
in regularity of attendance. Our per cent. of attendance—.9473—is 
also a gain over that of the previous year, and is, I think, the best 
percentage that we have attained for several years. Our attendance, 
then, has been good, unusually so; and a year of good attendance 
nearly always means a year of good school work. Last year was 
no exception to that general rule. All of the schools accomplished 
a full year’s work and did it well. 

In the attendance table it appears that the intermediate school 
was much smaller than either of the others, and such was the fact, 
owing to the small size of the intermediate classes. The teacher of 
this school, however, took charge of several classes from the gram- 
mar school, so that the work was apportioned pretty equal among 
the three teachers of the building. 

At the close of the year we lost the services of the principal of 
the school, Miss Preston, who had proved a competent teacher and 
an efficient manager. The general discipline and management of 
these schools has been especially good for several years,—better, I 
think, than the public realizes, and better than we can hope to 
maintain through frequent changes of administration. While we 
shall endeavor to keep our schools up to the best standard that they 
have reached in the past, it must be borne in mind that to do this 
and to make the progress that we ought, we must not only be able 
to secure strong teachers, but we must manage to keep them as 
long as possible. Notwithstanding all‘ the material equipment, the 
appliances and embellishments of the modern school, it is still true, 
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as it always has been, that the character and personality of the 
teacher are the most important factors in the problem of education. 
Especially is this true in a small community like ours, where the 
children come in contact with comparatively few outside influences. 
The school means more to them. It is, relatively, a larger part of 
their lives than in the case of the city child. The teacher makes 
a deeper impression upon the country child, and for that reason it 
is particularly important that the country teacher should make 
the right kind of an impression. 


In spite of all that has been said and written of the advantages 
of the costly and closely graded city school, with its elegant build- 
ings and numerous special instructors, I believe that the child 
who attends the small country school, where the conditions are 
right, and the right kind of a teacher presides, enjoys by far the 
better educational advantages. 


It seems to me a great mistake for the school officials of the 
smaller towns to permit the neighboring cities to take from them, 
year after year, their good teachers. Usually a matter of fifty or 
one hundred dollars does it, and the committee reasons that the 
town cannot afford to pay so large a salary. When a country town 
has secured a teacher who has the knowledge, training and ability 
to conduct a successful and progressive school, and the personality 
which inspires the confidence of the community and the love 
of the children, I do not believe that that town can afford to let 
such a teacher go. She should be retained as long as she is willing 
to stay, and she should receive such treatment and such a salary 
that she would prefer to teach in the country. A country town can 
usually afford to pay its teachers as much as the cities do theirs, 
and if they would make the position as secure as it is in the city, 
I see no reason why teachers should not find teaching in the country 
as attractive, or more so, than in the city. 

The work in music and drawing is now under the direction of 
special teachers as it was last year, and good progress is being 
made. In drawing we had just made a good beginning last year, 
under the instruction of Miss Aldrich, when her resignation at the 
close of the year necessitated our finding another teacher to take 
her place. We were fortunate in securing in Miss Hewes an ex- 
perienced teacher and the work has gone on prosperously under her 
direction. 

The number of pupils in the various grades at present is as 
follows: ‘ 
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First Grade, 6; Second Grade, 10; Third Grade, 10; Fourth Grade, 
4; Fifth Grade, $8; Sixth Grade, 5; Seventh Grade, 12; Eighth Grade 
4; Ninth Grade, 4.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 


To the School Committee: 


_ Herewith is submitted my eighth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

Tht past year has shown a further increase in the total 
membership of our schools. We have registered seventy-five 
different pupils during the year, which is an increase of ten 
over the enrollment for the previous year. 

This increase has been accommodated without unduly 
crowding any of our rooms. We had plenty of room and 
were glad to have more pupils. When the number of pupils 
in a room falls much below twenty it is difficult to maintain 
interest on the part of the pupils; on the other hand, when 
the number rises above thirty-five or forty, the separate 
pupils do not get the individual instruction and help that they 
need. 

Twenty to thirty pupils 1s an ideal number for a school, 
and that is about what we have had to provide for during 
the past year. 

At the close of the spring term Miss Jackson, who had 
been in charge of the primary school for several years, re- 
signed to accept a more desirable position nearer home, and 
the vacancy was filled by the election of Mrs. Susie G. 
Thompson, a graduate of the Framingham Normal School 
and a teacher of several years’ successful experience. The 
school has prospered under her administration and is now in 
a very satisfactory condition. 

Miss Hewes also resigned as teacher of drawing at the 
close of the spring term, and Miss Emily L. Haines of Bos- 
ton was elected to the position. The subject of drawing is 
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occupying a more important place in the estimation of the 
public from year to year, as it becomes better understood 
that a knowledge of art applied. to industrial occupations 
means large money returns. 


Industrial education is a very important subject just now, 
and one that many people are interested in. It is believed 
by many people that in future it must form a part, and an 
important part, of all public school education. Pupils must 
be taught to do things as well as to know things:—to apply 
in concrete, material form, the abstract knowledge that we 
have given them. In nearly all forms of industrial education, 
drawing is indispensable. Hence its present importance in 
our scheme of education. Just what form of industrial train- 
ing we can give in the public schools of a small town is not 
yet clear; but that we must do something in the near future 
is evident. 


That we cannot provide the equipment for the various 
kinds of shop work taught in many of the larger cities is 
evident. The expense would be too great; but it does not 
yet appear that it is necessary or even desirable that we 
should do so. When the era of the public trade school ar- 
tives, we shall doubtless wish our pupils, or some of them, 
to enjoy the advantages of its instruction; but for the pres- 
ent we need not concern ourselves about expensive equip- 
ment. The children of country homes have still many useful 
tasks to perform outside of school, and this as far as it 
goes, is industrial training of the right. sort. That we should 
supplement this by some manual work in the schools is true, 
but as long as home duties are still exacted from the chil- 
dren, our school work in this line may be of a simple nature 
that does not require expensive equipment. 

We have planned to make a beginning in this work, by so 
extending the subject of drawing that the children shall take 
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the designs which they have constructed in their drawing 
lesson and work them out in some suitable medium as brass, 
copper, leather, etc., into articles of use or ornament which 
shall be made with their own hands after their own design. 

This kind of work has been taken up quite extensively by 
the schools in various parts of the State of late years and 
is proving popular not only because it is interesting work 
in itself but because it shows very clearly the practical uses 
of art instruction. 

In music our pupils have been under the same instruction 
as for the previous year, and the interest has been well sus- 
tained. One purpose should be to make of it a serious and 
connected study, so that pupils when they leave the gram- 
mar school will not only have some ability to sing but will 
have a good general knowledge of music and a musical taste 
so cultivated that they can appreciate and enjoy the best. 

No important changes have been made in the work of the 
schools. As in years past, we have found it best to make 
the work in our grammar grades conform pretty closely to 
the work of corresponding grades in the Woburn schools, a 
policy which we shall be likely to continue as long as our 
grammar school graduates enter the Woburn high school. 
The pupils that we have sent there have for the most part 
done acceptable work and we shall still try to give them 
when they have finished our grammar school course a suit- 
able preparation to undertake the work of that, or any other, 
high school that they may elect to enter.

REPORT IN DETAIL OF WorRK ON HIGHWAYS. 


There was expended for scraping, raking stone and remov- 
ing sods.and wash from the gutters $566.86, the expense of 
17 2-3 days labor of men and teams removing 519 loads of 
stones and wash. 

There was spread on the highways 3,357 loads of gravel at a 
cost for labor of $3,138.46 and a cost for gravel of $276.50. 
The following named persons have given the Town 278 loads 
of gravel: Mrs. M. H. C. Cummings, 146 loads; George 
McIntire, 132 loads. There were taken from the hill at Wil- 
liam Graham’s 313 loads of gravel and spread on the road, 
cutting down the grade of the hill. There was about 300 
feet of railing built this year at a cost of $22.87 for lumber 
and posts. and for labor $23.75. The balance expended was 
for repairs, tools, lumber drain pipe and blacksmith work which 
was $88.18. 

The appropriation of $300.00 for the road leading from 
Charles Hayes’s place to David E. Barnum’s place was ex- 
pended as follows: 261 loads of gravel was spread between 
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the above places and on pipe culvert built across the road, and 
the road scraped, large stones dug out, at a cost of $302.50 for 
10 day’s labor, $26.10 for gravel, and $5.72 for drain pipe, 
making a total cost of $334.32, which is the amount spent on 
Locust and Mill streets this year. 

There is on hand about 500 feet of lumber for railing, and 
20 feet of eight-inch drain pipe of a value of $21.40.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee :— 


I respectfully submit my ninth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

We were fortunate in being able to retain our corps of regu- 
lar teachers for another year. A great waste of time and 
energy is saved where teachers remain year after year in the 
same schools. A teacher, to do successful work must know 
her pupils and the needs and wishes of the community which 
she serves. If her work continues from year to year in the 
same community, her knowledge of the children, their parents 
and their home conditions grows wider and more intimate 
with each succeeding year and her usefulness increases with 
the scope of her knowledge. In a country town—given— a 
corps of teachers of good morals, conscientious, industrious 
and of fair ability, and it is good policy for the town to retain 
those teachers as long as possible rather than to make frequent 
changes in the hope of securing those who are more accom- 
plished. Then, too, when teachers have proved their worth in 
a town even though it be a small one, it can not afford to let 
them go for the fifty or one hundred dollars additional salary 
that some neighboring town will pay them. The country child 
needs the service which the accomplished teacher can render, 
perhaps more than does the city child and as a rule the country 
town is as well able to pay for that service as is the city. It 
has long been the custom for country towns to surrender their 
best teachers without a murmur when they are drafted for 
service in the city schools at a slightly increased salary. In 
this I think they make a serious mistake and that a more de- 
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termined effort should be made to retain our teachers of 
proved worth in the country towns. 

The only change in our teaching force during the past year 
has been the retirement of Mr. Barnes as supervisor of music 
and the election of Miss Gertrude M. Heartz to fill the vacancy 
thus created. I think it is fair to say that the work in music 
has not suffered on account of the change. The interest in 
the subject is well sustained and the pupils are now doing 
very satisfactory work. 

In drawing, we have followed about the usual plan recom- 
mended for the schools of the state. It seems evident that as 
time goes on drawing and manual training are to be closely 
related in public school work and that both are for the most 
part to be in charge of the same teacher; that the pupils are 
to be given some practice in applying the principles of draw- 
ing which they have learned in problems of actual constructive 
work. We have made a modest beginning in this line of work 
and shall doubtless expand it in future as we are able, with this 
purpose in mind to give the pupils some manual skill in the 
doing of certain useful things,—the making of certain articles 
serviceable for use or ornament. It is not proposed that this 
work shall absorb much of the regular school time. A good 
deal of it will be done at odd moments out of school hours. 

In our ordinary school work we have made two changes of 
some importance during the past year, the substitution of slant 
for the vertical writing and the introduction of a new method 
of teaching reading. The change in writing was made because 
the vertical has not proved an acceptable hand to business 
people. The person who writes it well, writes too slowly and 
the one who writes it rapidly writes too poorly for business 
purposes. Then, too, it has been so generally given up in this 
section of the country that it did not seem wise to continue its 
use even if we had believed more strongly in its merits than 
was the case. 
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the writing will grow poorer until the pupils have become 
accustomed to the new movement and hand. Such has been 
- our experience, but by the close of the year I think we shall 
have forgotten our vertical training and have become accus- 
tomed to the new hand. Some of the pupils are already well 
on the way to the formation of a plain, rapid, business hand, 
and we believe that the change will be for the benefit of all. 

The new method in reading is not a very wide departure 
from the method formerly in use, but it seems to make learn- 
ing to read a somewhat shorter and pleasanter process than 
it has hitherto been. It has been on trial with us but a single 
year, but it promises to be successful. 

As nearly all of our high school pupils enter the Woburn 
High School we have found it advisable to keep the higher 
grades of our grammar school as nearly as possible with the 
corresponding grades of the Woburn schools. The change 
last year in accordance with which pupils enter the high school 
from the eighth grade, found us somewhat unprepared, as we 
were not expecting it, and we did not feel that our eighth 
grade, as a whole, was ready for high school work. If in 
future it should seem best to dispense with the ninth grade, 
we can doubtless prepare our pupils for high school work in 
eight years, but it must not be taken for granted that they will 
be as well prepared as they would at the end of nine years. 
There is the year of growth to be considered even if we taught 
then nothing. Furthermorc, the average country child de- 
velops a little more slowly than the city child, and our pupils 
at the end of the eighth year are not so good in comparison 
with the city pupils as they are at the end of the ninth. But 
whether we have eight grades or nine, we shall still endeavor 
to make our schools as serviceable as possible in every way to 
the children who attend them.

The Town has at present two suits at law to defend;

Corner, and broke his neck. ‘The other is the City of Boston 
for relief bills. 

The Town has received the $2,000.00 from the trustees 
of the estate of Marshal Simonds. 

The contract was let to J. M. Ellis & Sons and the work 
done in accordance with plans and profiles drawn by the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission. The work is practi- 
cally finished and the contractors have received $1,700 00.

Forest Warden’s Report 


To tHE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN OF BURLINGTON. 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the first annual report as Forest 
Warden. ‘There has been during the year five fires which 
burned over about 115 acres of wood and sprout land, 
with an estimated damage of $725.00. 

There were 11 permits granted to various persons to 
burn brush. 

I would recommend that the Town raise and appropri- 
ate a smallsum of money to be.used in clearing out some of 
the wood roads in the large tracts of wood land. At present 
it is impossible to pass through them with a team, thus 
making a great delay in getting near a fire, if the road could 
be trimmed out, the underbrush cut, leavesand debris raked 
and burned along these roads for a distance of ten feet 
on both sides, it would be a great help in stopping a fire. 


ABSTRACTS FROM FOREST LAWS 


R. L. 32, Sec. 24. No tires shall be set in the open air between the 
first day of April and the first day of December unless by per- 
mission of a Forest Warden. Whoever violates the provisions of 
this Section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars, to be divided equally between the complainant 
and the Town or by imprisonment for not more than one month 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

R. L. 208, Sec. 5. Whoever wilfully and maliciously burns or other- 
wise destroys or injures a pile or parcel of wood, boards, timber 
or other lumber, or any fence, bars or gate, or a stack of erain’ 
hay or other vegetable product or any vegetable product severed 
from the soil and not stacked, or any standing tree, grain, grass, 
or other standing product of the soil, or the soil itself, of another 
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shall be punished by imprisonment in the State prison for not 
more than five years or by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars and imprisonment in jail for not more than one year. 

R. L. 208, Sec. 7. Whoever by wantonly or recklessly setting fire to 
any material causes injury to, or the destruction of any grow- 
ing or standing wood of another shall be punished by a fin~ of 
not more than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than six months. 

R. L. 208, Sec. 99. Whoever wilfully cuts down or destroys timber 
or wood standing or growing on the land of another or carries 
away any kind of timber or wood cut down or lying on such 
land or digs up or carries away stone, ore, gravel, clay, sand, 
turf or mould from such land, or roots, nuts, berries, grapes, 
or fruit of any kind or any plant there being or cuts down or 
carries away sedge grass, hay or any kind of corn, standing, 
growing or being on such land, or cut or take therefrom any 
ferns, flowers or shrubs without the license of the owner thereof, 
shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than six months 
or by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, and if the 
offence is committed on the Lord’s Day or in disguise or secretly 
in the night time the imprisonment shall not be less than five 
days nor the fine less than five dollars. 

R. L. 208, Sec. 121. Whoever is discovered in the act of wilfully in- 
juring a fruit or forest tree or of committing any kind of malicious 
mischief on the Lord’s Day may be arrested without a warrant 
by a sheriff, deputy sheriff. constable, watchman, police officer 
or other person and detained in jail or otherwise until a com- 
plaint can be made against him for the offence and he be taken 
upon a warrant issued upon such complaint; but such detention 
without warrant shall not continue more than twenty-four hours.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Cominittee: 


My Tenth Annual Report as Superintendent of Schools 
is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The attendance for the past year has been exception- 
ally good, considering the fact that we are not so situated 
that we can sound a no-school signal on stormy days. 

I feel that the pupils of this Town are deserving of a 
word of praise, for their excellent attendance record during 
the past year. It indicates a good spirit on the part of the 
pupils and a commendable interest on the part of thei par- 
ents. The connection between good attendance and good 
school work is much closer than is generally supposed. 
When every pupil is present every day, the work goes on in 
orderly sequence; each lesson is learned by every pupil 
aS itis reached, and the time is not taken up with constant 
reviews and repetitions, which for a large portion of the 
class are unnecessary. 

I wish also to commend the pupils for their punctuality 
during the past year. ‘They bave not only been to school 
regularly, but they have been there ontime. ‘There have 
been only twenty-five instances of tardiness during the 
year; nearly one-half of these were chargeable to one pupil 
and were due to circumstances beyond that pupil’s control; 
so that there has been almost no unnecessary tardiness 
during the year. 

Asa business virtue punctuality ranks high, and itis 
as much our business to teach it in the schools as it is to 
teach arithmetic, and the habit once formed, will help a boy 
or girl as far on the road to success as almost any one thing, 
and a good record in this respect is as gratifying to measa 
good record in history, geography, or any other subject 
that we teach. 
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But one change has occurred in our corps of teachers 
during the year. Soon after the opening of the Fall term, 
Mrs. Thompson resigned to accept a more lucrative po- 
sition in Connecticut. It seems to be acommon experience 
for country towns to give up their good: teachers to other 
towns that are willing to pay them more liberal. salaries, 
and in this, as I have stated in previous reports, I think they 
act unwisely; for the average prosperous country town is 
able to pay as liberal salaries toits teachers as the city is, 
and a good teacher means even more to the country*com- 
munity than tothe city community. The vacancy created 
by Mrs. Thompson’s resignation was acceptably filled by 
the election of Miss York, of Woburn, and: the standard of 
work in the primary room has been well maintained. 

We have attempted no new work during the year....Sat- 
isfactory progress has been made with our new system. of 
penmanship and our new method of learning to read. Each 
has seemed to justify its introduction. 

Music and drawing have been in charge of the.same 
teachers as in the previous year and good work. has been 
accomplished. 

The expense for books and supplies has been somewhat 
larger this year than usual owing tothe fact that we have 
had to equip the schools with new geographies, which are 
more expensive than most of the books that are used, in 
school. 

On the whole, the year has beena prosperous one for 
the schools and they are doing work that is creditable to 
themselves and to the ‘Town.

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Report of Selectmen 


Fellow Citizens :— 


The Board of Selectmen of Burlington herewith submit 
for your consideration the report of the Town together with 
the reports of the different departments with regard to the 
suits at law reported last year, willsay that the suit with 
the City of Boston has been settled, and the suit of P. F. 
Donovan is on the trial list for March. The Selectmen pe- 
titioned (under the small town law) the Massachusetts State 
Highway Commission for an allotment to construct a mac- 
adam road on Winn Street, and May 2 was alloted the sum of 
$1,500. This with the Town appropriation of $2.500 and 
last year’s appropriation (Town $2,500, State $2,500) made 
$9,000 available. 

Angust 12th, 1910, accepted the specification and awarded 
Francis J. Mague of West Newton the contract to build a 
macadam road on Winn Street, the work to be done under 
the direction and supervision of the State Engineer. It 
might be well to say at this time that all roads where the 
State aids in construction are under their direction and must 
be done to their approval. [he Town has to finance the 
whole cost in building this road, and after it is finished the 
State reimburses their liability. 

May 30th, Charles H. Walker, Cemetery Committee for 
the Town died, and the Selectmen appointed George H. 
Nichols to succeed him. He resigned in the Fall, having 
left town, and from that time the Selectmen have acted as a 
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Committee. The lines between Lexington and Bedford have 
been perambulated. 

The contract with the Edison Illuminating Co. has been 
made for 25 lights as per vote of the Town. ‘The lights to 
be installed in the Spring.

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The schools have been kept up to the high standard 
which we believe the people of the Tawn demand, and by 
liberal appropriations have the right to expect with this view 
in mind the organization has harmoniously worked together. 

At the close of the Summer term the Committee was 
confronted with a division of the district, Wilmington with- 
drawing. The Committee at once took up the task of form- 
ing a new district, which happily resulted in the formation 
of a district including the towns of Belmont, Bedford and 
Burlington, which had the hearty approval of the State Board 
of Education, and Mr. George P. Armstrong, Superintendent 
of the Schools of Belmont was unanimously elected to the 
Superintendency of the new district. Mr. Armstrong has 
taken hold of the work in such a manner that we are assured 
that no mistake was made in his selection. 

The Legislature of 1910 passed a law which resulted in 
the abolishing of the drinking cups in all schools and, public 
places. Some provision will have to be made to supply the 
schools with water to conform with this law. 

Mr. Joseph M. Howe has faithfully filled the position of 
transporting the children who use the barge, and under his 
administration no accidents or trouble has been visible. The 
Committee extend to him their sincere thanks for this state 
of affairs and recommend to the Town that an increase of 
$50.00 be made for transportation on this route. 

In order to keep our teaching force intact we were at 
the beginning of the Fall term obliged to give the teachers 
asmallincreasein salary. The Committeeare of the opinion 
that a small increase each year until the salaries reach the 
market value for this work would be wiser than to wait until 
we are obliged to by other towns offering better compensa- 
tion. 
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To the School Committee of Burlington, Mass.: 


At the beginning of school year the 79 pupils in the school 
were examined, with the following result: 

_ Nine were found without a positive vaccination scar, 3 
in the First Grade and one each in the following grades: II, 
IV, V, VI, VII, VIII. Two were reported for bad teeth 
and enlarged tonsils; 5 were reported for enlarged tonsils, 
and 4 were reported for bad teeth aloue. | : 

In a large number of the children the teeth were in poor 
or in fair condition, with one or two bad teeth, or some dis- 
placement or irregularity of the teeth. 

No evidences of any contagious diseases were found.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the Burlington School Committee: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools for 
this town is herewith submitted for your consideration. It 
is the 19th in the series of annual reports by the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. | 

The brief time which has elapsed since the work has 
been in my care prevents my giving a full report of the year’s 
work. Four months observation of the work of teachers and 
pupils satisfies me that the points of excellence, regularity 
and punctuality of attendance, diligence and interest in work, 
together with an excellent school spirit which was com- 
mended in the last report of my predecessor, has been 
maintained throughout the year, if not improved upon. 

The Town has been fortunate in retaining its excellent 
corps of teachers. The increase in salary granted during 
the Falliterm was well deserved, and I am sure the town 
will lose nothing by the advance. 


There has been, I believe, no change in text books dur- 
ing the year except the gradual displacement of the Har- 
rington Speller by the Ghangeupr series as fast as the old 
book wears out. 

The Palmer method of penmanship introduced last year 
has been continued. As the method requires the develop- 
ment and training of the muscles of the forearms to an 
entirely new movement, progress in it is necessarily: slow. 
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If faithfully adhered i it gives excellent results. These we 
expect to attain. 

The chief innovation of the year has been a variation 
in the length of sessions for some of the pupils. This is 
made with a view to adapting the length of session to the 
varying needs of the children. Not only do children differ 
from one another in the ease with which they perform 
school tasks, but the same child shows a difference of 
power in different subjects, and also differs from year to 
year in the readiness with which the work is done. — Ill- 
ness, home conditions necessitating the expenditure of a 
good deal of energy and time in home duties; periods of 
unusually physical growth, and various other causes make 
it unreasonable to expect the same rate of progress from 
every pupil and at all times. For these reasons it is 
desirable that a greater flexibility should be secured in 
the schools. The child who by greater effort to concen- 
trate his attention upon his tasks succeeds in doing his 
assigned work in a shorter time not only: merits more 
time to play but also needs it. As power to concentrate 
the mental energy upon a given subject is a valuable 
acquisition, it is wise to reward those who acquire it and 
to stimulate others to make persistent and determined 
effort to gain this mental babit. The dismissal of those 
who have accomplished their work permits the teachers 
to concentrate their effort and attention to meeting the 
needs of those who remain. Freed from the care of the 
class, the teacher is able to accomplish more for those 
needing extra time and attention than she could do other- 
wise in a much longer time. Faults may be corrected 
and defects overcome by this individual attention which 
could not be accomplished in regular class work. ‘These 
daily periods for individual or group instruction also 
provide opportunity for the teacher to give aid to pupils 
who with a little help are able to make more rapid prog- 
ress than the average. . 
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This plan makes’ new demands upon the teacher and 
it requires a little time for them to become: as. skilful 
in individual:-or group instruction as in handling’ larger 
numbers. With experience the teacher gains in power 
to make the best use of this die allotted to individual 
or group work. : | 

A plan for giving instruction to the boys of Meta das 
VIII and IX isin process of development. It is too early 
to speak of results as yet. The purpose is to train the 
hands in’ the use of the common carpenters’ tools and to 
make it the more efficient servant of the head, in short, to 
increase the executive ability of the boys. They will be 
given lessons in making and: interpreting working draw- 
ings of various kinds, and. some skill in construction will 
be developed. 

In general, the mothers are able to indtrsict their 
daughters in sewing, though perhaps r.latively few ever 
give them systematic instruction in the various kinds of 
stitches used in mending, darning and construction, and 
some find themselves so busied with other household cares 
and duties that they can scarcely find time to give any 
but the most casual instruction to their daughters. For 
these reasons a short, but well graded, series of lessons 
in sewing, mending and darning would prove helpful to 
many of the girls. 

The passage of a law by the last Weeistatar e, forbidding 
the use of a common drinking cup, was doubtless a wise 
measure, one that will be effective in reducing the spread of 
contagious diseases. The paper cupand the pocket cup are, 
unless unusual care is taken, both likely to become soiled 
and particles of dust adhereing to them, become germ Car- 
riers also. The bubbling drinking fountain seems by far 
the safest and most convenient method of providing drinking 
water to the pupils. Provision should be marae supply- 
ing one of these in our schools. 

In closing I wish to express to the Committee my appre- 
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ciation of their cordial and steady support. Iwish also to 
thank the teachers for their hearty co-operation and faithful 
endeavors to carry forward into successful execution all my 
plans for the improvement of the schools.
